Bulletin readers made generous response a 
few nights ago to the appeal for the Not For- 
gotten Fund, to supply Christmas comforts to 
the disabled soldiers and sailors at the Military 
hospital. 

The feature of the evening was the radio 
entertainment, “Life in Camp 
and at Sea,” arranged and 
presented over CFRN by 
Harry V. Coles. While wait- 
ing, as one of the passengers 
on the good ship Christmas 
Cheer, to say a word on be- 
half of the sailors, I had 
opportunity to see how such 
an entertainment is arranged. 
It went off as smoothly as a 
big ship coming down the 

J. S. Cowper greased launching ways to 
greet the sca—after due preparation. 

Those who lay back in easy chairs as in 
imagination they accompanied the boys across 
the Channel and into dug-outs, worshipped with 
them in the Abbey or revelled with them on 
the streets, had little idea of the work and 
skill involved in preparing such a program. 


All the sound effects—the cheers, the drum 
of the trains, the steamship whistles, the sough 
of the sea, the squelch of the mud in the 
trenches, the tramp of marching men, the 
clanging of bells—were genuine sounds tran- 
scribed on records. Sometimes, only a few 
“rings” on a record were used for some special 
sound desired. The operators in the control 
room had to know in exactly which track to 
start recording and exactly where to let it fade 
out. 

Mr. Coles had first to learn what material 
he could assemble—the soldiers’ choruses, the 
dug-out discussions about the sergeant-major, 
the records of ship and street happenings, etc. 
Then he linked them together into a running 
story by writing a “continuity,” with suitable 
breaks for “plugging in” appeals for the fund. 

With copies of the typed “continuity” in the 
control room as guidance, light signals were 
given to start and stop, as the program was 
switched in alternate sequences from the two 
studios on either side of the control room. 

Like writing that reads easily, because it is 
laboriously produced, the Not Forgotten Fund 
radio program ran easily because of the close 
organization detail work—thanks Mr. 
Coles and the station operators.
